Whereas exclusion from the ICAO since 1971 has impeded the efforts of the Government of Taiwan to maintain civil 
aviation practices that comport with evolving international standards, due to its inability to contact the ICAO for up-to- 
date information on aviation standards and norms, secure amendments to the Organization's regulations in a timely 
manner, obtain sufficient and timely information needed to prepare for the implementation of new systems and 
procedures set forth by the ICAO, receive technical assistance in implementing new regulations, and participate in 
technical and academic seminars hosted by the ICAO; 

Whereas, despite these impediments and irrespective of its inability to participate in the ICAO, the Government of 
Taiwan has made every effort to comply with the operating procedures and guidelines set forth by the organization; 
Whereas, despite this effort, the exclusion of Taiwan from the ICAO has prevented the organization from developing a 
truly global strategy to address security threats based on effective international cooperation, thereby hindering the 
fulfillment of its overarching mission to "meet the needs of the peoples of the world for safe, regular, efficient and 
economical air transport'; 

Whereas the United States, in the 1994 Taiwan Policy Review, clearly declared its support for the participation of Taiwan 
in appropriate international organizations, in particular, on September 27, 1994, with the announcement by the 
Assistant Secretary of State for East Asian and Pacific Affairs that, pursuant to the Review and recognizing Taiwan's 
important role in transnational issues, the United States will support its membership in organizations where statehood 
is not a prerequisite, and [the United States] will support opportunities for Taiwan's voice to be heard in organizations 
where its membership is not possible';

(3) the United States Department of State should provide briefings to or consult with Congress on any efforts conducted 
by the United States Government in support of Taiwan's progress toward observer status in the ICAO.
